PERSECUTION IN GREECE. 

The Rev. Mr. Buel, a Baptist mission- 
ary in Greece, furnishes a melancholy 
aceount of the persecutions to which his 
people in Zante have. been subjected at 
‘the instigation of the Greek clergy. The 
Baptist Recorder gives. the following con-. 
densed statement of the facts. 

‘The Baptist church in Zante, formed in 
the year 1849, is composed of four members, 
viz., Mr. York, whois of English and Greek 
extraction, himself teacher of an old-estab- 
lished’ and flourishing boarding-school for 
Greeks; his wife, (formerly Miss Waldo, 
well known to many of our readers as an 
excellent and accomplished lady, a mission- 
ary of our Board to Corfu and Pirgeus,) who 
conducts the female part of the school; Mr. 
Keynigos, who holds the place of an assist- 
ant in the mission; and a fourth person at 
present absent from the place. Mr. Key- 
nigos was formerly a deacon in the Greek 
Church. Upon his change of sentiments, 
about three years since, he was visited with 
ecclesiastical censure, deprived of deacon’s 
orders, and displaced from his employment

narrowly escaped being stoned by the mob; 
since his baptism in 1848, he has been 
siudying theology with brother Arnold, and 
has been diligently engaged in ‘ teaching 
those things which concern the Lord Jesus 
Christ, with all confidence, no man forbid- 
ding him.” Some twenty persons, several 
of whom were priests, were in the habit of 
frequenting Mr. Arnold’s house for-religious 
conversation and the study of the Scriptures; 
and it was expected that three out of the 
number would shortly make a-profession of _ 


facts excited the bigotry of the clergy, who, 
on the 16th of July united in a memorial to 
the Bishop, praying him to take proceedings 
against the“ Protestant proselyters.” While 
the Bishop was preparing to respond to this 
appeal, the priests raised the cry, that “the 
Protestants must be turned out of the 
island,” and organized a numerous mob to 
enforce the threat. On the 17th of July, 
they broke into Mr. Kenyigos’s house, seized 
his manuscripts, destroyed his furniture and 
books, maltreated his sick and aged mother, 
and so severely assaulted him, that the 
Director of the Police affected to deem it 
requisite to take him to prison for the safety 
of his life. He reached the boat which con- 
veyed him thither. through a continuous 
shower of blows, eggs, and other missiles, 
and amid frantic shouts of “Death to the 
infidel dog!” and entered his dungeon 
asylum, covered with hisown blood. There 
he was placed in the worst cell for criminals, 
and treated with all the rigour due to a con- 
victed offender of the basest sort. Aflter the 
mob has done its worst, the police take the 
half-murdered man to prison, confine him ina 
cell allotted to murderers—a cell six feet 
square, and high enough at the centre only 
for a man to stand upright. Upon this oven 


| of a dwelling, the door is locked from five 


P.M. antil ten A. M.; and there the prisoner 
for conscience’ sake swelters and bakes 
during the insufferable heats of July.” 
After eleven days detention in this dungeon, 
he was liberated, and banished from the 
island, as the only alternative to perpetual 
imprisonment, and is now in the Pirsus, 
under the protection of a foreign govern- 
ment! 

Mr.’ Pelacussy, a teacher of English in 
the Hellenic school, has been caned,in the 


streets by the mob, and expelled from hisg 


place as teacher. He is, said by Mr. Buel 
to be a competent teacher, a respeciable 
author, and a worthy citizen. He wilf be 
obliged to leave the country ruined in pro- 
perty, and without means of livelihood.

Christians seem to be more loudly called upon. 
to do what their hand findeth to do for such a 
field of labour. The labours of missionaries in 
Africa have been crowned with the Divine bless- 
ing in a remarkable degree. The Rev. James 
Read, one of the oldest Missionaries now living, 
having been more than fifty years in his present 
field of labour, writes to the London Mission- 
ary Society as follows: 

About one o'clock, P. M., we arrived at Gri- 
qua Town. Here we were received with great 
kindness, and I met with some old acquaint- 
ances. We found things in a pleasing state, 
under our young brother Solomon. A church 
of five hundred members, about four hundred of 
them Bechuanas, and a number of inquirers, 
both Griquas and Bechuanas; a flourishing 
school; a superior Bible class of young people, 
taught not only the doctrine of the gospel, but 
Bible history, natural history, geography, as-. 
tronomy, &c., &c. In eoking upon this peo- 
ple and place, I could not but admire the change 
to be seen, that had taken place since 1813, 
when the late Mr. Campbell and I visited them: 
they were then in the most miserable huts, and | 


the Missionaries, Anderson and Jones, occupy- | 


ing not much better; both men and women 
scarcely clothed, but in sheep-skins.~ Many of 
them have now good houses of stone, stone- 
walled gardens and corn fields; their persons 
not only well, but respectably clad in English 
manufactured clothing: the men, many of t 
with surtouts or caats, waistcoats, trousers, 
Wellington boots, polished, starched collars, 
&c., to their shirts, beaver hats, and here and 
there watches: almost, if not every man with a 
wagon. The women in gowns, shoes, stock- 
ings, and good shawls; mostly with caps and 
bonnets, and in the chapel all with their Bibles 
and hymn books. Surely this also is not a 
failure. This people, at least their fathers, were 
in a state little above the Bushmer when first 
visited by the Missionaries on the — 
River—some of them real Bushmen. The Sa 
bath was a heavenly day to me. I saw, per- 
haps, nearly four hundred members at the Lord’s 
table, about three hundred Bechuanas; and, 
considering the state in which Mr. Campbell 
and I fo that people in 1813, as described in 
Mr. Campbell’s Travels, I could not but ex- 
claim, “ has God wrought!” 

The Monday, also, was a very interesting 
day, the anniversary of the Auxiliary Mission- 
ary Society. It was found that the people had 
‘subscribed almost £100 for the Society, and en- 
gaged to increase the amount next year. 
Among the Bechuanas present were several 
Native Teachers, including Makamme and 
Sigonel, who in their boyhood had been in m 
school at Kuruman. With the first-meationed, 
the great awakening had commenced, as related 
in the communications of the late Mr. Wright, 
some years ago. It is an encouragement for us 
to sow by all waters—in the morning to sow our 
seed, and in the evening not to withhold our 
hand; for we know not whether shall prosper 
this or that. God has promised his word shall 
not return void, however simple the means or 
insignificant the instrument. The above awa- 
kening commenced on the Vaal River, from 
these young men visiting Griqua Town, 
spread through the country, even to the Kuru- 
man, and has now extended over the whole 
country; so that the little seed has me a 
tree, many birds sheltering in its branches. 

A letter from Sierra Leone says the African 
king of Dahomy has ordered the missionaries 
and recaptured slaves at “Understown” to 
leave the country before the Ist of October. 
If they do not, he says that he will behead them 
all, commencing with the missionaries. 


Cuina: Ningpo Mission.—Our letters are 
dated June 3d. An eligible piece of land, sixty- 
seven feet by one hundred and twelve, had been 
purchased for the site of a church ata cost of 
about eight hundred dollars. It is near the 
centre of the city, and not far from ong of the | 
principal business streets. Dr. McCartee, ‘in 
addition to his ordinary engagements, lias two 
native pupils studying medicine, who are mak- 
ing good progress. A new place of preachi 
bad been opened in , & populoussubur 
on the east bank of the river js pag the city, 
where “the time and attention of an entire mis- 
sion might be occupied.” A day school, under 
Mr. Wight’s charge, gave him encouragement 
by the good attendance and progress of its 
scholars. 

Canton Mission.—Letters bearing date 21st 
of June, mention that the chapel in Mr. Ha 

r’s premises had been opened on the preced- 
ing Sabbath, for public worship in Chinese, and 
urgently call for more labourers in connection 
with that mission. 

Inpta Missions.—Letters have been received 
from Labor, May 31; Amballa, June 21; and 
Agra, June 18. Mr. Newton gives some 
details of their work at Lahor, showing that 
they are making progress in it. The sum of 
about three hundred dollars a month is placed 
at his disposal for distribution among the pots 
being contributions of the European residents, 
and of the Maharajah, or principal chief, A 
native member of tne Lodiana church, ndmed 
Miriam, had died at Lahor, in a peaceful state 
of mind. «She was baptized and admitted to the 
church in 1840, and her Christian deportment. 
was worthy of her profession. The mission- 
aries think that one hundred and fifty dollars 
would be well expended in the purchase of a 
bell, for the use of the church and school, It 
would remind the one hundred thousand people 
of that city of the presence amongst them of 
Christian ministers and worship,and it would be 
quite useful in pointing out the hours of service. 

Semmote ano Cuickasaw Missions —A 
letter from the Rev. R. M. Loughridge, of the 
Creek Mission, of August 16th, mentions his 
having made a preaching tour into the Seminole 
country, by the appointment of Presbytery. A 
church was organized among the Seminoles. 
A visit was afterwards made by Mr. Lough- 
ridge to the Chickasaw station, and he ex- 
presses much pleasure at its promising condi- 
tion. 

_ Towa anp Sac Mission.—The Rev. S. M. 
Irvin, in a letter of August 19th, says, “we 
have now thirty-six scholars in the school, with 
a promise of more. They all sppear cheerful 
and happy, and enjoy excellent health.”

sake. He is so influential and persevering, 
that I doubt not but his conversion would be 
followed, in a very short. space of time, by fifty 
thousand persons nominally embracing Chris-. 
tianity. I have spent hours with him on the 
Sabbaths. He has also returned the visits, and 
frequently remains in the mission-house for a 
length of time together. He is a man of mind; 
and is evidently under powerful impressions. 
I trust the time is not far distant when he will 
become decided. A few Sundays ago he post- 
poned a feast until the Monday, which was to 
have taken place on the Sabbath. When re- 
ligious people are about him he directs them to 
ask a blessing on the food. He has, oun several 
occasions lately, bowed down his head when 
blessings have been asked on food. Once, I 
hear, he shut his eyes, and on another occasion 
responded ‘Amen.’ He does not jest as for- 
merly; but talks very soberly about the truth 
and superlative excellency of religion. He has 
several times lately reproved the heathen chiefs 
for speaking disparagingly, of religion, saying, 
‘ Christianity is the one true thing in the world? 
He warns the priests of their approaching 
abandonment. He encourages some of his wo- 
men to persevere in religion, and reproves those 
who are nominal, but inconsistent professors.”

Sout Seas.—In 1839, Williams, the mar- 
tyr of Erromanga, fell a victim to his benevolent 
zeal for thé salvation of the natives of the New 
Hebrides. Since that time repeated efforts 
have been made to bring them under the influ- 
ence of the gospel.» Teachers have been lo- 
cated at Tanna and other islands of the group, 
who, with a few interruptions, have maintained 
their footing and pursued their labours with a 
measure of success. Near the close of last year 
Messrs. Murray and Hardie made a voyage in 
the missionary ship “John Williams,” touching 
at a few of these islands. Their report is of a

great body of the people still continue to cli 
to the delusive notions, and practise the crue 
and abominable rites and customs of heathen- 
ism. No less than ten poor widows have been 
strangled during the short space of about twelve 
months; and one was added to the number from 
a place at a short distance from where the mis- 
sionaries lived, while we were gone to visit the 
islands beyond. It is probable that more than 
these have fallen a sacrifice to this crue] and 
unnatural practice during the above space, as 
the natives try to conceal their deeds of dark- 
ness from the missionaries and teachers, and 
doubtless, they often succeed, especially in the 
remoter districts.

we had had suitable men, we should have made 
a great effort to comply with their desire. Not 
having such men, however, and all our efforts 
to obtain an interview with a principal chief or 
chiefs proving fruitless, we concluded not to 
attempt to land teachers, but to take such mea- 
sures as might, by the Divine blessing, render 
success highly probable next voyage. In addi- 
tion to giving presents, and striving to explain 
our object, we tried to make the natives under- 
stand that we would endeavour to furnish them 
with teachers when the vessel returns, and ar- 
ranged for four of themselves to accompany us 
to Samoa. This last measure will, we trust, be 
of essential service, if the lives of the young 
men we succeeded in inducing to accompany us 
be spared, and they permitted to return to their 
native land. We think we may confidently 
anticipate that in that case Erromanga will be 
found open to Christian teachers. Thus there 
is now hope for Erromanga. One of the natives 
who accompanied us was Joe, the lad mentioned 
above.” 

Threatened Massacre.—On proceeding to 
the island of Fate, where native teachers eve 
been sometimes stationed, they Jearned that six 
deaths had taken place among them, and all the 
survivors been in distress. The natives had 
abandoned, {to a great extent, these teachers, 
and were at war among themselves,

THE DAY OF ATONEMENT, 


The Talmud contains histories, it is 
true, but in nowise Divine traditions. 
The notion ¢radilio divina, is, strictly 
speaking, quite foreign to the Mosaic 
religion. 

The Law and the Prophets both 
abound with declarations entirely sub- 
versive of the Rabbinic doctrine of hu- 
man merit. Buf it has pleased God, 
besides these plain and repeated decla- 
rations to ordain a public and solemn 
act to instruct the most ignorant, and 
to convince the most obstinate, that by 
human merit there is no salvation. God 
ordained that, once every year, an 
atonement should be made by the high- 
priest, for himself, and for all the peo- 
ple of every class and degree. And he 
shall make an atonement for the holy 
sanctuary, and he shall make an atone- 
ment for the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and for the altar; and he shall 
make an atonement for the priests, and 
for all the people of the congregation. 
(Leviticus xvi. 33.) Now, this ordi- 
nance implies, that all Israel, the high 
priest, the priests, and the people are 
all sinners, all need an atonement, and 
therefore, utterly annihilates all idea of 
justification by merits. But the Rabbies 
say, at this time, when there is no tem- 
ple, and we have no altar, there is no 
atonement but repentance. Repent- 
ance atones for all transgressions, yea, 
though a man be wicked alf-his days, 
and repent at last, none of his wicked- 
ness is mentioned to him, for it is said, 
as for the wickedness of the wicked he 
shall not fall thereby, in the day that 
he turned from his wickedness. (Ezek. 
xxxill. 12.) The day of atonement 
itself also atones for them that repent, 
for it is said, For on that day he shall 
make an atonement#for you. (Lev. 
xvi. 30.) (Hilchoth T’shuvah ec. I. 2.) 
This is the last refuge of Jewish hope. 
Moses ascribes no virtue whatever to 
the day itself, but only to the rites on 
that day to be observed, and the per- 
son by whom they were performed. 
Moses prescribes, first, a high priest; 
cee a goat, whose blood was 
brought into the holy of holies; and 
thirdly, a goat to be sent away; so that 
where any one of the three is wanting, 
the conditions prescribed by Moses are 
not fulfilled, and there is, therefore, no 
atonement. The assertion about the 
day itself to atone, is but an invention 
of the Rabbies. 

But the Rabbies always betray them- 
selves by adding something to make up 
for the deficiency, of which they are sen- 
sible. We haveseen this in their asser- 
tion about the merits of fasting, prayer, 
almsgiving, and repentance, and so we 
find it here in their assertion about. 
atonement. They assert, that the day 
of atonement itself atones for the peni- 
tent, but in spite.of this, they have felt 
the need of something more, which 
would a little better resemble the real 
sacrificial atonement, and hence has 
arisen the sacrificing of a cock for a 
male, and a hen for a female, on the 
eve of that solemn day. The following 
account of this custom is given in the 
Keholos Schloumoh, whose new edi-.

So 
it might seem to the caviller, but so it 
does not seem in the light of divine 
truth and of Christian experience. God 
will be inquired of concerning Israel. 
In this consists a part of the wisdom of 
the divine plan. ‘It is perhaps supposa- 
ble that men could be regenerated and 
brought into the kingdom of heaven by 
the immediate influence of the Holy 
Spirit, without the intervention of any 
means whatever. thus_ born 
again would be saved and intimately 
bound to his Maker, but how is he 
bound ‘to his fellow man, and what 
Christian work is there for him to en- 
gage in? Man has been in no way 
instrumental in his salvation, nor can 
he do any thing toward saving others, 
God keeps this work in his own hands_ 
exclusively. His creatures may only 
look on as silent spectators, and wonder 
at the marvellous transformations of 
human character. .But they may not 
lift a hand, or say a word, except to 
express admiration. It may be asked 
whether such a state of things would 
harmonize with Christian experience? 
and with the rational feelings of the 
new-born soul? -He that has indeed 
tasted that the Lord is gracious, 
would seem instinctively inclined to 
call aloud unto his fellows, saying, 
Come. He that had realized the nature 
of his own change, would be agonized 
by the feeling of being hand-tied, unable | 
to do any thing to show his gratitude 
and his love. If he could appreciate. 
the depth of the misery and the great- 
ness of the danger from which he had 
been rescued, he could not restrain the 
instinetive longings of his soul for the 
salvation of others. The prayer would 
spontaneously burst forth from his lips, - 
send forth labourers. 

God could doubtless as easily redeem 
as create a world by his unaided word, 
yet he has chosen to do the work grad- 
ually, and by the aid of human heads, 
hearts, and hands. He gives his saved 
ones an opportunity to express their 
gratitude and love by calling them to ‘ 
consecrate to his service the thoughts 
and feelingsof their souls, and the labour 
of their hands. The redeemed are 
to be co-workers with God in the fur- 
ther redemption of a lost world. Upon 
them rests a part of the responsibilit 
of the work, and at their door lies guilt 
if it do not go prosperously on according 
to the means with which God has_ 
blessed them. It is doubtless by acting | 
from a sense of gratitude, love, and re- 
sponsibility, that ‘the Christian charac- 
ter is truly developed, while at ‘oppor: ' 
tunity is given forthe full display of ' 
the spontaneous longings and strivings 
of the redeemed soul. Herein is wisdom 
and herein is mercy. It is kind to 
make man a worker at his own salva- 
tion; as he could not know its worth 
but by constant ‘efforts to subdue his 
inborn lusts and sins, and to overcome 
his native infirmities, It is kind to 
make it both the duty and the privilege” 
of the Christian to labour for the re- 
demption of the world, as thereby he is 
enabled to realize those désires and’ 
purposes which are the spontaneous 
growth of religion in the heart.”- The 
Christian is not bound in these matters.’ 
There is ample field'for the exercise of 
all his energies and the display of all 
his holy affections’ and ‘desires; and 
while he toils for the good of others, he 


himself is growing ‘in holiness, in ‘truth, ‘|
